113 (previously presented): The method of claim 107 in 
which said binding assay comprises a clinical diagnostic assay. 
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114 (currently amended) : The method of claim 107 which is of 
the type selected from the group consisting essentially of: IFA, 
linear flow, radial flow, Western Blot, ELISA, dip stick, EIA, 
fluorescent polarization, enzyme capture, and RIA.
